Pur- 
ing his term in parliament Mr. W-ax- 
well had been the chief and almosi the 
only avowed opponent of Oriental.im- 
migration. At the ‘bye-election, ‘Ori- 
ental exclusion was made the ciief 
or indeed. the only issue. There were 
three candidates, G. R. MacPherson, 
nominated by a liberal convention, T.
